The  enow  waa  badly  driftel  over  the  road  be- 
tr^een  Maanoth  and  Gardiner  several  times  after  hinjh  vinde 
but  this  did  not  see*  to  great  y  handicap  trucking  activi- 
ties of  the  Government         ansportfction  and  Carps  Cottar  lea.

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8        -"he  807*3 re  weather  coalitions  of   the 
first   tr-entr-si*  days  In  llcrch  caused  the  elk  to  suffer 
considerably.     On  the  26th  gone  conditions  were  at   their 
lowest  ebb  for  the  entire  winter.     After  that  date  the 
weather  moderated  and    the  elfc  started   to  move  upward* 


The  herds  that   rtnterei  around  Gardiner 
Mammoth  cane  through  in  poorer  shape  than  any.     The 
Gardiner  feed  grounds   lei   ell   other  locations  for  the 
number  of  deaths  and  as  there  is  leaa  anow  in  this  dis- 
trict than  at  any  other  place  in   the  park  the  cause  of 
the  excessive   leaths  at  this  point  must  be  attributed 
to   the  drought  of  last  June  which  practically  ruined 
the  grass  in  lower  altitudes.

There  was  practically  no  movement  of  elk  until 
the  28th.     tarty  in  the  month  there  were  no  signs  along 
the  Yellowstone  Hivor  of  an  upward  drift  of  the  elk.  but 
by  the    >9th  there  were  hundreds  of  elk  moving   in  that  di- 
rection.    Chiof  Banger  woodring  sasr  a  total  of  lt000  be- 
tween Hellroaring  end  Gerdiner  and  all  of  these  were  go- 
ing up  the  rivir.     ?he  h:>rd  of  500  on  the  Gardiner  feed 
Grounds  moved  off  on  their  ovrn  accord  on  the  29th.     There 
is  more  bare  ground  visible  now  than  at  any  tins  since 
the  first  of  the  year  and  grasing  conditions  can  be  con- 
sidered sood  at  present  and  will  no  doubt  be  excellent  by 
the  end  of  the  month. 

Blk  or  elk  signs  have  been  ob serve \   in  the  follow- 
ing unusual  places:     Kay  den  Valley,  Upper  Yellowstone,   3quow 
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LaKe,   3nate      iver f  Gallatin  and  Riverside  Distriot, 
Beohlor       ver,  Pelican  Cree  c  and  Jones  Creefc.     'Ae  herd 
along  the  Upper  felloe/stone  numbers  about  60,   around 
Baohler  River  34,   and   ct  Jones  Creek  about   6  or  7. 

Par*  Ranger  Wisdom  reports  that  there  Is  a 
large  nxanber  in  the  Shoshone     jrost  near  ..apiti  Fork. 
Forest  Hangers  report  ^aving  seen  a  band  of  200.     ?here 
are  no  aoov.-ate  figures  available  relative  to  this 
herd,  but  they  probably  number  several  hundred. 

Last  year  half  of   the  herd  near  tho  Snake 
River  3t;  tion  mem   lost  but  this  year  only  two  calves
